It’s been a long time since HIGH TIMES played an 
active role in the politics of the counterculture. We've 
been too busy trying to survive the past decade. But 
this was not always the case. As originally conceived 
by Thomas King Forcade, HIGH TIMES often took the 
point position in matters of cultural significance. In 
those days, the magazine ran on Forcade’s bottom- 
less energy reserves. And when he tragically and 
unexpectedly took his life (after being hounded by 
government surveillance), the magazine almost died 
with him. Which is why—as we embark on our 15th 
year of publication—his shadow looms so large. 

Unfortunately, our founder is not well-known, 
even among our readers. He never sought personal 
publicity, so the major media of his time ignored him. 
Even so, no history of the counterculture would be 
complete without a chapter devoted to him. 

During the next year, HIGH TIMES will be publish- 
ing a series of interviews with Forcade’s family, 
friends, and business associates, in preparation fora 
special issue which will be published next spring. 
The first of these interviews, conducted by John 
Holmstrom, appears on page 44. Contributions for the 
issue (in the form of personal remembrances) are 
welcome.

Atlanta organizers Paul Cornwell and 
Lisa Bishop have announced plans for 
what they call the Alternative ’88 Con- 
vention, an event scheduled to run from 
July 16th to the 21st—concurrent with 
SERRE ST and (hopefully) adjacent to the Democra- 
tic Convention slated to take over this 
Georgia city at that time. Billed as “a 
neutral forum of alternative ideas and 
solutions for mainstream problems,” 
Alternative "88 proposes to provide ac- 
cess to the media (and through them to 
the electorate) for at least 40 free- 
thinking groups from all the fringe areas 
of the political spectrum. 

“Alternative ’88 is not a voice but a 
stage for the voice,” say the organizers. 
“No group will be excluded from the as- 
sembly provided they agree with our pur- 
pose and maintain a peaceful, non-con- 
frontational attitude with all delegates 
of the Alternative Convention. Our pur- 
pose and goals.can only be hampered by 
the introduction of violence either within 
our convention, or outside on the streets 
of Atlanta. Alternative ’88is the platform 
from which many groups will be able to 
spotlight their individual goalsandideas 
in as viable an atmosphere as possible. 
The task is not an easy one.” 

Indeedit isn't. As of late May, the Con- 
vention organizers were still being 
denied access to the Atlanta park and 
street areas of their choice. In order to 
win their First Amendment right to free 
assembly, they were planning at that 
The downtown Atlanta scene for this month’s Democratic Presidential time to bring the city government to fede-

American Civil Liberties Union.

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“DEALER MONEY” 
TARGETED IN 
NEW DRUG 
CRACKDOWN

Using some rather novel interpreta 
tions of existing legal precedent, authori- 
ties have recently taken to targeting the 
assets of both convicted and suspected 
drug dealers as a way of further punish- 
ing these lowlife scum, and also to help 
relieve the intense feelings of frustrated 
impotence that eats at the very soul of our 
upstanding law enforcement 
establishment. 

In Brooklyn, State Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Lewis L. Douglass ordered Agapito 
Lopez, a convicted heroin dealer, to 
cough up $2,195,200 in “restitution”, in 
addition to his levied fine of $52,000 and 
a prison sentence of 25-years-to-life. Us- 
ing a state law that empowers judges to 
compensate crime victims at the expense 
of a crime’s perpetrator(s), Judge 
Douglass devised his extra punishment 
formula by first figuring out the number of 
“probable addicts” (898) that would be 
serviced by the heroin Lopez was con- 
victed of trafficking (enough to fill 18,000 
one-dose glassine bags, by the judge's 
reckoning), and then, multiplying that 
number by $2,400, the sum cited by New 
York City social services personnel as the 
“lowest annual cost to treat one addict on 
an outpatient basis.” (Actually, the result 
of this equation is more like $2, 155,200— 
but hey, what's forty thou between 
friends, eh?) The judge ordered that the 
money be distributed to drug rehabilita~ 
tion programs in New York City. 

“Thope this sets a precedent,” the ar- 
ithmetically indigent adjudicator said, 
even though he conceded that drug 
cases differ from other criminal proceed- 
ings in that they lack clear-cut, specific 
“victims.” Indirect victims, Douglass 
stated, are “those whose homes are 
robbed by addicts seeking to support 
their habit. Victims are parents who see 
the lives of their children destroyed. Vic- 
tims are all of us who must bear the enor- 
mous cost of law enforcement incurred in 
the effort to combat the spread of drugs.” 
But the direct victims are drug addicts, 
according to the judge. “Just as the rob- 
ber knows that his victim will suffer loss of 
property and possible injury, the drug 
dealer knows the consumer of his prod- 
ct will sustain injury to his health, and as. 
that consumer turns into an addict, his life 
will continue to deteriorat 


Interesting. Though HIGH TIMES ap- 
plauds any and all methods of funding le- 
gitimate drug rehab programs (funding 
that's drying up under Reaganomic 
health-budget slashing), we find the 
judge's daisy-chain of responsibility just a 
bit skewed (not quite as wack as the First 
Nancy's, however, which advances the 
curious notion that all recreational drug 
users are guilty of consensual homicide). 
What we wonder is, just how far up the 
line does this expansive-responsibility 
concept travel? 

For instance, if we apply the judge's 
reasoning, shouldn't tobacco companies 
who knowingly encourage people to huff 
their vile weed be held responsible for the 
smoking-related deaths of millions of 
hopeless tobacco addicts? (Recent U.S. 
Government estimates give the annual 
number of smoking-related deaths at 
300,000 —a far worse toll than that 
wreaked by any other drug. A lawsuit 
seeking damages from two cigarette 
manufacturers—who apparently gener- 
ated internal memos indicating their in- 
tention to suppress evidence of 
smoking’s health hazards—and the ad 
agency that told us L&M Filters were “just 
what the doctor ordered” is currently un- 
derway in New Jersey.) Similarly, are 
candy manufacturers and store-clerk 
pushers responsible for the dental bills of 
‘sugar-crazed,cavity-wracked kids? And, 
more seriously, what about our govern- 
ment's role in fostering the international 
drug trade? Shouldn't they share some of 
the responsibilty for aiding and abetting 
the Southeast Asia heroin trade in the six- 
ties, encouraging the Afghan mujahe- 
deen to finance their war against the 
Rooskis with drug dough, and facilitating 
the cocaine profiteering of such favored- 
nation swine as Noriega and the whole 
crew of fat-cat contra thugs? This style of 
selective judgment and law enforcement 
is at the essence of this administration's 
hypocritical legal posturing—assailing 
something in public while simultaneously 
fostering it in private (where it can serve 
your own secret agenda, whether politi- 
cal or personal/financial).. 

Even more foreboding are the ramifica- 
tions of a law sneaked through Congress 
in 1984 that permits the Government to 
freeze all assets of indicted (not con- 
victed) drug offenders in preparation for

ONE MANS DOP 


PATRIOTS FOR 
OUR TIME

Itwas Ramon Milian Rodriguez, 
erstwhile Miami accountant for the 
famous Medellin Cocaine Cartel, who 
got me thinking absurdly about John 
Hancock, as he testified before the 
Senate Committee on Terrorism and 
Narcotics last spring about dope- 
moneywashing. For the life of me, | 
couldn't figure how these two people 
were coming together in my head—the 
fearless Revolutionary firebrand | was, 
trained to honor from nursery-school 
days, and this intense, balding, 
longfingered young Miami accountant 
telling the senators about the $840 
million he'd washed into U.S. banks 
before his 1983 arrest. What could they 
possibly have in common? Why am | 
thinking of them together? Then these 
‘two words came up together on my 
‘subliminal printout screen—smuggler 
money—and | realized how appropriate 
the connection really was. 


Just like John Hancock bankrolled the 
Liberty Boys of Boston with his smuggler 
money, for example, so Ramon Milian 
here set up the two main Florida bank 
accounts through which millions in 
Medellin cocadollars were pumped to 
the contras in Nicaragua. There's a 
parallel. And John Hancock took pains, 
as things got progressively hotter for 
him over the years leading up to the 
Revolution, to lend out so much money 
all around Boston that by the time the 
shooting started in'76, fully one- 
quarter of all the cash circulating in 


| town was owed to the Hancock family: 


| so that even after King George finally 
| sent in the troops and occupied the city, 


not even the local Tories would help 
them keep law and order, because John 
Hancock owned their scrotums. When 
Milian the moneywasher described last 
spring how sweetly he was treated by all 
the most respectable New York City 
‘commercial bankers while he was 
investing that $850M with them, | 
began to get edgy. When | then reflected 
‘on how the big coke-money bonanza 
had barely even gotten cranked up by 
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1983, and all the billions in criminal 
cash those Norteamericano banks have 
since absorbed, | began to get honestly 
depressed. This sort of filthy money 
rewrites history even while it unfolds. In 
the fullness of time, is it possible that 
schoolchildren will be taught the same 
sort of fatuous patriotic truck about the 
likes of Ramon Milian Rodriguez as we 
were all taught about John Hancock? 


How To Buy History 


If you think it's insulting to compare 
John Hancock, leadoff signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, with a 
blue-fingered grub like Ramon Milian, 
then you just haven't done your 
homework on Hancock. The man was 
really just comprehensively vile and 
disagreeable, a grasping reactionary 
fat-ass by inborn nature—so said every 
person who conspired with him in the 
Revolution, in their private 
correspondence. Publicly they painted 
him out in heroic terms our elementary 
schoolbooks still perpetuate, but 
among themselves the likes of Sam 
Adams typed Hancock as “deep of 
pockets and shallow of brains"”—a venal 
moneybags who wound up financing a 
Revolution despite his best natural 
inclinations, simply because nearly all 
the money in his bags was illegal 

To be sure, it wasn't dope the 
Hancock family had been smuggling for 
a generation before the Revolution, but 
‘that didn’t make their money any less 
illegal. And sure, the Hancocks certainly 


| weren't the only smugglers in New 


England, but they were indisputably the 
most conspicuously rich. Due to the way 
the colonial regulations and commercial 
charters were written up back in 
England, it was actually technically 
impossible for colonial people to get 
anywhere near as wealthy as the 
Hancocks without violating the 
Navigation Acts; and so in order to keep 
the American colonists well-motivated 
and productive, the British colonial 
authorities just looked the other way for 
years and years, even while the likes of 
the Hancocks were smuggling 
gunpowder and grapeshot to the French 
Army in Quebec during the French and

Atlanta authorities (led, ironically, by 
Mayor Andrew Young—former mayor of 
Resurrection City, a tent city set up dur- 
ing the 1968 civil rights march on Wash- 
ington) have so far refused to acknowl- 
edge the legitimacy of the Alternative ’88 
Convention, insisting they apply for a 
“festival” permit, which carries with ita 
hefty liability insurance tab (a strict levy 
of fifty cents per person for expected at- 
tendance in excess of 10,000). 

Atlanta officials are also denying use 
of various assembly, protest, and camp- 
ing areas within shouting distance of the 
central Democratic Convention area 
(the Omni International Hotel, Omni Col- 
iseum, and Georgia World Congress 
Center—see map). The main protest site 
offered to Alternative ’88 organizers is 
locatedon the far side of the Democratic 
Convention hotel (away from the actual 
convention site), which according to 
Cornwell is an unacceptable attempt by 
city authorities to order protesters’ First 
Amendment rights by limiting access to 
a proposed “Free Stage” area. Cornwell 
further warns that this tactic would prob- 
ably cause a repeat of the unrest seen at 
the riotous Chicago Democratic Con- 
vention 20 years ago, Since that time, ci- 
ty authorities have been bound by law to 
provide Presidential Convention pro- 
testers with adequate stomping-around 
room within plain sight of the main con- 
vention site. With that in mind, Alternate 
Conventon organizers have requested 
use of a parking area directly 
next to the Georgia World Congress Cen- 
ter. So far, authorities aren't budging. 

Also at issue is a proposed 40 to 60 
acre campsite located about two miles 
east of the Convention area. That de- 
sired location, which organizer Cornwell 
says has the support of the local com- 
munity, was chosen for its proximity to 
the Atlanta rapid transit system (MAR- 
TA) which offers quick and easy trans- 
port to the protest site. 

Current plans for Alternative ’88 acti- 
vities include a July 16th rally and 
smoke-in at noon in Woodruff Park, and 
a list of ax-grinding speakers and agit- 
prop entertainers longer than your arm, 
Confirmed at this date to appear are 
guys like Libertarian Presidential candi- 
date Ron Paul, wacko perennial Presi- 
dential candidate Pat Paulsen, Abbie 
Hoffman, and (maybe) Tim Leary; and 
bands like HR (ex-Bad Brains), Pablo 
Moses, hardcore meanies MDC, neo- 
folkies the Washington Squares, and lo- 
cal faves Supreme Court (featuring 
guitar-wiz Glenn Phillips). Most of the 
main events will take place at the Metro- 
plex, a 1500-capacity club located a few 
blocks north of the convention center at 
388 Marietta St. N.W., and a large out- 
door area called the Underground R.R. 


Membership in the convention is avail- 
able in advance for $125.00(six day pack- 
age), or $110.00 (four day package), 
which provides access to all events as. 
well as a 225-page guide book and 
64-page post-con supplement. Formem-

HEMP MARCH 


Also planned to descend on poor be- 
seiged Atlanta is a user’s-ights hemp 
march, organized by a Washington, 
D.C.-based outfit called GRASSroots. 
According to National Campaign Coor- 
dinator Michael Moran, the march will 
focus attention on three major mari- 
juana issues: The separation of the 
home grower and private consumer from 
the large-scale trafficker (thus short-cir- 
cuiting the Reagan administration's 
plan to hold consumers responsible for 
the activities of criminal trafficking car- 
tels); changing the DEA scheduling of 
marijuana to make it available for legiti- 
mate, prescribed medical use (see Apri 
88 Highwitness News); and the consi- 
deration of the local option home-rule 
referendum (meaning that if a locality 


wishes to decriminalize or give tacit ap- 
proval to private pot consumption and 
Cultivation, they should be permitted to). 

Plans for the demonstration are still a 
bit vague at press time, but Moran re- 
ports that marchers will be meeting on 
the summer solstice (June 21) in Hemp, 
Georgia (a tiny town situated about 100 
miles north of Atlanta, named for its ma- 
jor agricultural product in Revolutionary 
times), and then heading into the nearby 
Chattahoochie National Forest for a 
couple of weeks of camping. On July 9th, 
marchers will begin the trek south to At- 
lanta (without benefit of a permit and 
blowing smoke along the way), where 
they hope to arrive on the morning of the 
14th. That day arallyis planned; it should 
begin outside City Hall, proceed to the 
Omni Center, and from there head to the 
University of Georgia campus. A benefit 
concert for the demonstration’s bail 
fund is scheduled for that evening (the 
marchers expect to be arrested at least 
once along their parade route). No info 
address or phone number is available 
right now, but if you're interested in parti-

tudents at the Universtity of Michigan 

in Ann Arbor have rallied every April 

Ist for the last seventeen years to ad- 

vocate the legalization of marijuana. Isn’t 

it time you felt their inspiration? 

Support for the annual Hash Bash on 
the campus Diag has waxed and waned 
‘over the years, yet students have main- 
tained the tradition as a gesture of sup- 
port for marijuana law reform 
nationwide, and more directly as a public 
indication of support for Ann Arbor's 
‘own municipal marijuana law—which 
mandates a five-dollar fine for possession 
of under an ounce of marijuana. 

This year the local NORML chapter 
decided that the traditional gathering of 
students wasn't enough, and that they 
had to begin work to educate and organ- 
ize the students and campus community. 
They received assistance from HIGH 
TIMES, NORML, and even from a local 


judge in publicizing this year’s event. 

Richard Birkett, a NORML activist in 
Michigan, believed that this annual gath- 
ering needed to be directed toward 
more constructive activity than merely a 
mass act of civil disobedience. NORML 
has always felt that a disproportionate 
amount of attention is devoted to public 
marijuana smoking at protests such as 
these, and not enough directed to the act 
and purpose of the protest itself. 

Birkett was quoted (and misquoted) in 
the Ann Arbor newspaper explaining 
NORML's objectives—organization and 
education—as a preferable alternative to 
simple civil disobedience. 

Unfortunately, Birkett hada court case 
the week before the Hash Bash on 
charges unrelated to the event. He was 
convicted of misdemeanor possession of 
marijuana (1'/3 grams) and driving while 
impaired. The prosecutor revealed to the 


court that Birkett was quoted in the 
newspaper in connection with the Hash 
Bash. 


Ann Arbor District Court Judge Tho- 
mas Shea ordered Birkett held without 
bond, pending sentencing two weeks 
later. In effect, Birkett was detained in jail 
as retribution for using his First Amend- 
ment rights to advocate marijuana re- 
form. Judge Shea's order, though, 
resulted in considerable publicity for the 
Hash Bash itself, and was partly responsi- 
ble for the largest crowd in years showing 
up on April | st to show their support for 
Richard Birkett and the fight for reform. 

Local newspapers estimated the 
crowd on the Diag numbered between 
500 and 1000. No police officers were as- 
signed to patrol the event; the university 
had requested a low police profile be- 
cause “ young adults have to take respon- 
sibility for their own actions.” NORML 
couldn't agree more. 

During my speech | explained 
NORML's position that marijuana should 
be legalized and taxed to support ade- 
quate drug treatment and rehabilitation 
programs. | was interrupted by a man 
with an opposing viewpoint who tried to 
grab the microphone from me. As he was 
escorted away | tried to explain to the 
man, and the crowd, that we believed in 
free speech but did not support its 
disruption. 

The zealots who support making 
criminals out of marijuana users do not 
believe in free speech. 

In Wisconsin last year the Governor 
tried to deny the organizers of the 
Midwest Harvest Festival a permit to 
gather on the steps of the state capitol on 
the grounds that they were marijuana 
smokers. 

In Michigan, a judge decides to detain 
Richard Birkett to obstruct his First 
Amendment rights because he was.amar- 
ijuana smoker, and a zealot tries to pre- 
vent me from speaking for reform. 

Furthermore, the special agent in 
charge of the Federal Drug Enforcement 
‘Administration complains that the Hash 
Bash is “inconsistent” with publicity 
against substance abuse. And there it is. 
Our protests interfere with their public- 
ity campaigns. The sad fact is that the

Indian War. 

This genial and unspoken 
arrangement between the colonial 
authorities and the smugglers worked 
So well, and went on so swimmingly for 
so long, that the new financial ministers 
of incoming young King George Ill in the 
1760s had not the least notion of how it 
really worked when they started 
meddling with it. When they started 
promulgating their Sugar, Tax, and 
Stamp Acts, ministers like George 
Grenville and Champagne Charlie 
‘Townshend were really only endeavoring 
to streamline the cash-flow between 
‘America and England, for the good of 
the colonists as much as anyone else. 
When they discovered that their modest 
economic proposals invariably incited 
drastic and uncivil resistance from the 
richest people in America, they simply 
couldn't understand it; they put it down 
to simple purblind churlishness, and 
cracked down with progressively tighter 
and more punitive import-export 
legislation. 

What the King’s ministers failed to 
understand from the start was that by 
simply undertaking to enforce their 
enlightened new customs regulations, 
they were fundamentally violating this 
longstanding gentlemen's agreement 
that was intrinsic to the operation of the 
colonial economy. If they'd known that 
the whole apparatus depended upon a 
pragmatic acceptance of profitable 
criminality, then they'd never have 
presumed to send over a grand new 
establishment of customs inspectors 
and revenue collectors in the late ‘60s. 
King George's people were honest, 
ignorant, and full of steely integrity, and 
so we had a Revolution. 

Itwas the big smuggling crackdown of 
1767, when the first sizeable 
contingent of Crown customs snoops 
sailed into Boston harbor on a great 
warship, that really got things rolling.

The Hash Bash rightly falls on April 
Foo!’s day.

they say now in Medellin, “the boodle or 
the bullet.” 

And he was plain criminal from the 
shoebuckles up, John Hancock. Early 
on, he suckered some 200 fellow 
Boston merchants into proclaiming a 
righteous patriotic boycott on all duty- 
paying British merchandise—but only 
after he'd quietly stockpiled tons of 
every such article beforehand, so that 
he was the only trader to make any 
money while the boycott lasted. He 
made sure, once formal hostilities were 
under way, that the Marine Committee 
of the Continental Congress was staffed 
entirely by people who owed him money; 
with the result that all through the war, 
the pitiful little official Navy of John Paul 
Jones was barely funded at all, while 
private-sector shippers like the 
Hancocks made tons of money on what 
amounted to random, non-strategic 
piracy on British vessels. And when a 
muckraking Boston weekly called the 
Chronicle began regularly exposing 
Hancock's egregious war profiteering, 
Hancock saw to it that the publisher was 
promptly thrown into jail for debt, and 
then got power of attorney from his 
creditors to auction off his printing 
press. Later on, when John Hancock 
initially came down foresquare against 
the idea of a Bill of Rights for the 
Constitution (before Sam Adams turned 
him around with some subtle 
blackmail), no one was surprised. When 
Hancock blithely nominated himself for 
President of the aborning Republic, 
John Adams exploded, “This is escaping 
Scylla to fall into Charybdis!” They let 
Hancock be governor of Massachusetts 
forthe last 15 years of his life, where 
the graft would at least stay localized. 


Sifting the Cocadollars 


So everything worked out pretty much 
okay in the end, in that best of all 
possible worlds 200 years ago, even if 
history was fain to rewrite itself to the 
extent of turning a thug like John 
Hancock into an immortal hero. But then 
their Revolution enjoyed adult 
supervision from the likes of Benjamin 
Franklin and Alexander Hamilton— 
people who had an awareness of history 
and the real function of money. This 
current Cocadollar Revolution appears 
to be run by the money itself, passing 
insensately from a collection of lucky 
simpletons in Colombia to a zoo of bank 
managers, real-estate boodlers, and 
superannuated CIA gladiators here in 
the States. Ramon Milian, for example, 
told the Senate that his only reason for 
doling out the Cartel’s table-scraps to 
the contras was in order to buy the CIA's 
protection against any Justice 
Department snooping into his other

moneywashing activities; that while he 
was personally pleased, as a patriotic 
Cuban-American gusano himself, to be 
helping out these romantic anti- 
communist freedom fighters, he was 
never under any delusion that the 
contras would really ever get anywhere 
in Nicaragua. 

| suppose we should be grateful these 
billionaire South American crooks don’t 
appear to have any political aspirations 
more ambitious than controlling 
Colombia (just out of self-defense), 
merely so that Uncle Sam will never be 
able to fling them into jail where they 
belong. And so they sponsor World Cup- 
quality futbol teams and cross-country 
bicycle marathons, just like Hancock 
used to entertain the Bostonians with 
glorious fireworks displays and free 
Madeira for all. And Carte! kingpin Jorge 
Ochoa even subsidizes low-income 
housing projects, without making a big 
deal out of it, because everybody else in 
the Cartel is ferociously right-wing. 
Altogether, though, they appear to be 
generally non-ideological, which is 
something to be thankful for, for sure. A 
couple of years back, when Carlos 
Lehder imbibed enough of his own 
merch to conceive of a glorious 
ambition to take over Western 
Civilization with a sort of Lyndon 
LaRouche political theology, his soberer 
co-conspirators just served him up to the 
Drug Enforcement Administration for 
extradition to South Florida. 

So these are not the people I'm 
worried about. What's bothering me is 
the idea that eventually, if that Senate 
Committee on Terrorism and Narcotics 
carries on the way it’s been going, some 
of their staff people are going to arrive 
ata pretty comprehensive picture of 
where those Medellin billions have been 
invested in the States, who the various 
money people are that accepted it, and 
how many ultra-respectable politicians 
they've bought with it on the local, 
state, and federal level.

FLYING FOUNDING

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Maybe not, says Peter Gorman, but it was certainly one of this country’s 
most important crops during the Colonial Era. Washington was a fanatic 
seed collector and grower of cannabis; Jefferson, another cannabis farmer, 
invented a machine to reduce the labor involved in farming the plants; 
Franklin begged the British Parliament to allow the colonists to keep their 
cannabis crop rather than turn it over to England.

When Harry J. Anslinger, then head of the fledgling 
Federal Bureau of Narcotics, finally ramrodded Congress 
into passing the Marijuana Tax Act of 1937, he effectively 
halted the commercial use of one of the oldest and most 
versatile plants on the planet. Our founding fathers must 
have spun over in their graves. After all, they had gone to 
great lengths to establish a cannabis industry in this 
country. 

It’s not hard to imagine how our founding fathers 
might have reacted to a screening of Anslinger’s bug-eyed 
propaganda film Reefer Madness. They would have seen 
it for what it was: a film bent on preaching the evils of 
smoking cannabis while completely ignoring the 
hundreds of other uses the plant has provided for 
thousands of years.

CANNABIS IN THE NEW WORLD 

Cannabis was introduced to the New World in 1545 
when Spain tried—and failed—to cultivate a commercial 
crop in Chile. By that time it had become indispensible 
to the Western European powers in the construction of 
their ships: “No other fibre... could be transformed into 
sails, ropes and hawsers which would be as long lasting 
when subjected to frequent contact with salt water.” 
Cannabis became essential to the English with the 
expansion of their navy late in the 16th century,” and, 
while they were able to produce some of what they 
needed, the bulk of their supply came from the Baltic 
States. But access to those states was sometimes 
threatened and barred by enemy countries. 
Consequently, a source of fibre under English control 
was desirable and it seemed that the new colonies in 
America should contribute to the welfare of the mother 
country by producing hemp 

The colonists, however, didn’t feel the same way. 
While they grew hemp for a variety of household and 
farm uses—heating oil, cloth, rope—they didn’t have the 
manpower for the production of hemp at a commercial 
level. 

During the early years of colonization, both the 
British and local assemblies tried to legislate the growth 
of a cannabis industry. In 1611 James II ordered 
Virginia colonists to plant cannabis. In 1619 the 
first Virginia general assembly did the same and 


other colonies followed suit. In 1635 the first rope-walk, 
a factory for the manufacture of hemp products, was 
opened in Salem, Mass. , but the lack of hem) the 
colonies forced the owners to import all of their raw 
materials. Through the remainder of the 17th and well 
into the 18th century, the industry was promoted with 
only moderate success. Bounties were offered, legislation 
passed and hemp was even made legal tender in several 
colonies but England still wasn’t provided with the hemp 
she desired. 

According to cannabis historian Mike Aldrich, 
“England tried to promote a hemp industry—not a 
marijuana industry—in the colonies. They grew the 
hemp in the United States and then shipped it back to 
England where it was processed into ropes, sail cloth and 
so forth. The British wanted to make all the money, while 
the Americans did all the work.” 

With the importation of slave labor, the industry 
began to grow. But so did America’s needs. We, after all, 
had to build our own shipping industry, along with 
clothing millions and running factories. All of which 
demanded greater and greater amounts of cannabis on 
the homefront. In the mid-18th century, Britain, furious 
that the colonies had still not enabled her to become self- 
sufficient, sent for Ben Franklin to explain the situation. 

In his speech before the British Parliament, Franklin 
asked: “Did ever any North American bring his hemp to 
England for these bounties? We have not yet enough for 
our own consumption.” 

England never became self-sufficient in hemp 
imported from the colonies. By the time Washington and 
Jefferson were cultivating it, the colonies had become 
the United States. 


YEAH, BUT DID THEY GET HIG! 

The history of cannabis in nearly every country 
which cultivated it includes some awareness of its 
narcotic potential. Anyone who has ever farmed 
cannabis knows that just being around the plants can 
sometimes be intoxicating. From that point of view it’s 
difficult to imagine that the colonists didn’t know about 
getting high. Not necessarily from smoking—there is 
simply no literature at all to suggest that cannabis was in 
any way smoked by the colonists. On the other hand, 
Marcandier's Treatise on Hemp, published in Boston in 
1766, says that tea and wine made from cannabis were 
intoxicants, and that even when used externally as 
poultices, the odor was so strong it not only numbed but 
intoxicated. 

The other side: 1) The cannabis was grown for fibre, 

2) Aleohol was the drug of 
the day, supplemented by legal, available opiates, as well 
as tobacco. 

Among our founding fathers, Washington and 
Jefferson were both farmers who dabbled in cannal 
shovel neither grew it extensively. Franklin started the 

t printing press in ths country and therefore worked 
Sak hemp-as-rags in the manufacture of his paper. 

There's a story about Franklin’s having gone to China 
and smuggled out the precious cannabis Indica seeds, 
though it is not actually written anywhere that dates to 
his time. It’s not impossible that the story is true, but 
neither is it verifiable. On the other hand, it’s known that 
he suffered from gout and in all likelihood used 
laudanum—an opiate—for pain. Mike Aldritch says that 
“the only reliable pain killer in the 18th century was 


opium. It was universally used. It was the most popular 
remedy for everything from gout to neuralgia to ticks in 
your face.” (Mike suggests reading Barge and Edwards: 
Opium and the People, published by Yale University 
Press, 1987, for a complete history of this drug.) Still, 
even Frankilin’s use of opium is undocumented, though it 
makes sense that he would have used it. 

As to Washington, there are several mentions of 
hemp and hemp seeds in his writings. Like Jefferson he 
was “wild about anything that could improve agriculture 
in the Americas, anything that could make us 
independent of European products,” and he evidently 
placed hemp reasonably high on his list of those 
products. But his interest seemed more geared toward 
creating a seed bank than the actual production of hemp 
fibres. In Volume 33 of the Writings of George 
Washington (published by the U.S. Government in 1931) 
he speaks of both Indian hemp seeds and New Zealand 
hemp seeds as being of particular interest to him. Ina 
letter to his caretaker William Pearce (1795) he writes: 
“Presuming you saved all the seed you could from the 
India hemp, let it be carefully sewn again for the purpose 
of getting it to a full stock of seed.” In 1796 he writes, also 
to his caretaker: “What was done with the seed saved 
from the India hemp last summer? It ought, all of it, to 
have been sewn again, then not only a stock of seed to be 
sufficient for my own purposes might have been raised, 
but to have disseminated the seed to others as it is more 
valuable than the common hemp.” 

In the same year he writes to Sir John Sinclair, an 
agricultural specialist, that “certainly no good reason can 
be assigned why the hemp of New Zealand should not 
thrive with us as that country lies at about the same 
southern latitude that our middle states do in the north. 
The hemp of the East Indies grows well here from my 
own experience.” 

Washington, unfortunately, wasn’t much of a farmer. 
His lands were said to contain the only unfertile land in 
all of Virginia—a condition which prompted him to 
experiment with crop rotation (too bad he never 
included hemp in the rotation as it’s now known to be the 
best soil enricher we've got!). 

As to his habits, he makes no mention of smoking 
anything but tobacco. In Flexner’s Biography of 
Washington, he is said to have “gone through a period 
when he smoked the superfine tobacco he grew on his 
own plantations in long-stemmed clay pipes which he 
bought for himself and his friends by the gross.” Other 
than that he’s said to be reasonably indulgence free: 
“Washington could handle sex and liquor like a well- 
adjusted man. But gambling was another matter. It had 
been his favorite sport of his young manhood and, in 
later years he denounced gambling with a vehemence 
that seemed to reflect continual yearning for his old, 
exciting vice.” 

For his troops he recommended a little liquor. 
Writing to Congress on the subject he says, “I beg you to 
remember... the benefits to be derived from the 
moderate use of strong liquor have been experienced by 
all armies and are not to be disputed.” 

Jefferson, unlike Washington, would be the more 
likely candidate to try smoking cannabis if he knew of it. 
He was certainly more open-minded and free-wheeling 
than the dour first President. But in all his papers there's 
nota single reference to dope smoking, though there are 
numerous mentions to hemp a: re plant. On page 95

During the colonial period you got occasional 
accounts of British soldiers and officers smoking 
hookas and feeling giddy and laughing a lot, but the 
reports are few and far between, and they’re regarded 
as sort of quaint folktales rather than anything that 
would be of interest to the British upper classes. 

The Portugese were more accurate. They had a 
doctor over there in India who grew marijuana in his 
own garden in 1563. His name was Garcia D’Orta, 
and he wrote a brilliant description of marijuana 
intoxication from what he grew. It wasn’t until 1839 
that Sir William B. O’Shaughnessy, an Irishman in the 
British Army Medical Corps, sent back the first 
reports in English literature about the drug and 
medical use of marijuana and that started the whole 
19th century explosion of marijuana work. 


On use of marijuana by slaves in 
colonial times: 


Central and Western Africa—the source of many of 
the slaves—had long traditions of marijuana use. In 
Central Africa you could take marijuana religions back 
several hundred years, at least, and, since many of the 
slaves were first or second generation Africans I would 
think many of the slaves would know about that. But if 
they actually smoked it while they were on the 
plantations in America, I think that would be kept a 
secret. It might account for a Jot of the cultural 
differences between whites and blacks. If the slave half 
of the plantations were smoking dope and singing 
songs and making music and pounding drums and 
having very different church festivals and ceremonies 
than the white half, that would be an interesting way to 
account for cultural differences. 


On the arrival of Indian indentured 
servants mixing with black slaves: 


Many Indians were brought over by the British 
land owners in the 19th century and treated just like 
black slaves. And where they were mixed especially 
was in Jamaica. And for that reason, that mixing, 
that’s why you call marijuana in Jamaica ganja, which 
isa Hindu word. That’s why you call a pipe in Jamaica 
a ganja pipe, and why good class ganja is called Kali 
Ganja—from the goddess Kali—or black ganja, which 
was Kali’s color. @ 


of his Farm Books he mentions that “a cotton warp and. 
hemp filling make the best linen for negroes.” Later, in a 
letter to Charles Wilson Peale from Monticello dated 
March 21, (18)15, he writes that he has modified a 
threshing machine to make hemp-braking less laborious 
“as we clothe ourselves chiefly and our laborers entirely 
in what we spin and weave in our family.” 

Still, a few rumors about cannabis smoking persist. 
One is a supposed letter from Washington to Jefferson 
while he was with his troops during the war. In it, 
Washington apparently claims that he’s found some 
particularly good smoking hemp along the side of a road. 
If the letter exists, neither Mike Aldrich nor HIGH 
‘TIMES can find it. 

A second letter, this from Jefferson to Washington, 
claims that in a postscript Jefferson notes that he has 
included “a new breed of hemp in the diplomatic pouch 
for the examination of the first President. I trust it will 
prove a delight to your pipe and mind.” The letter is 
supposed to have been included in the Flexner biography 
of Washington, but isn’t. The letter could conceivably 
exist, but if it does it would be the only reference in 
either man’s collected papers which suggests smoking 
cannabis, an unlikely chance at best. 

‘The most persistent rumor of the founding fathers 
interest in cannabis as an intoxicant appears in 
Washington’s diary. 

“May 12-13, 1765: Sewed hemp at my hole by 
swamp.” 

“Aug. 7, 1765: Began to separate the male from the 
female. Rather, too late.” 

While on the surface this looks like sexing for 
sinsemilla, in fact it was the standard operation of the 
day. Male plants were commonly separated after 
shedding their pollen. Jefferson includes a note on this 
procedure in his farm books: “As soon as the male plants 
have shed their fauna, cut them up, that the whole 
nourishment may go to the female plants. Every plant 
thus tended will yield a quart of seed.” Similar 
comments appear in Quincy’s A Treatise on Hemp 
Husbandry and several other texts of the day. The males 
were used to make soft fibre, the females for seed and 
coarse fibre, and the ‘rather too late’ reference would 
more likely represent Washingon’s having lost a good 
crop of male plants to toughening, as well as a good crop 
of seeds from female plants which didn’t get enough 
sunlight, than an interest in sinsemilla. 

Mike Aldrich has found one other reference which 
he thinks might indicate at least an awareness of the 
intoxicating powers of cannabis among Washington’s 
papers. In George Washington’s Writings (Vol 33, page 
433) he finds this quote in a letter to a doctor friend in 
Scotland: “I thank you as well for the seeds as for the 
pamphlet you had the goodness to send me. The artificial 
preparation of hemp from Silesia is really a curiosity.” 

According to Aldrich: “The key word there is ‘the 
artificial preparation.’ Silesia is part of present day 
Poland and for as far back as anthropologists can find out 
they’ve made these little hemp-seed cakes and all kinds 
of sweetmeats and candies from marijuana in Poland. 
They're popular at weddings and ceremonial occasions 
when everybody wants to get a little giddy. And 
Washington's talking about this ‘artificial preparation’ 
may mean he ate some of this. Although I fail to see how 
it could retain its potency very much after having been 
shipped from Scotland and from Silesia.” 


Of course, the possibility exists that African slaves 
who'd come from regions where cannabis was smoked 
knew about the psychotropic properties of the plant they 
were farming, but it’s not certain that they would have 
turned on the plantation owners. In all likelihood, if 
cannabis were smoked in this country during the 
colonial days it was not done by those men whose lives 
we have records of. But it was important to the colonials 
for hundreds of other uses and every time | think of 
Anslinger and his Reefer Madness | can’t help but think 
of Washington, Jefferson and Franklin spinning in their 
graves. @ 


HEMP: a common name for Cannabis Sativa, a 
herbaceous plant of the family Cannabinaceae, 
which yields fibre, oil and a crude narcotic drug. 
From the Greek, kannabis. The names given the 
plant in its various countries are of interest: in 
Latin: cannabis; in Sanskrit: goni sama shinapu; 
in Bengali: kunga; in Persia: bhang kan; in Arabic: 
kenu kenu; in Russian: konobel. 


The process of obtaining fibre from hemp 
involves separating the white bast fibres from the 
woody part of the stalk. The cannabis is grown to 
a height of between five and ten feet before it is 
either cut or pulled from the ground. It is then left 
to rot, the term for which is retting. Retting is 
done either by allowing the stalks to rotin the 
fields (dew retting) or by immersing the stalks in 
water (water retting). Once decomposition had 
begun the stalks are crushed between wooden 
rollers (braking). This done the useful fibres are 
shaken free of the broken woody stalk, cleaned 
and bundled for use. The bits of broken stalk 
remaining after the process of fibre separation are 
called hurds.

Mark Amicone, charter member of the 
University of Michigan NORML chapter 
(and who helped organize the Bash after 
Rich was jailed), announced the arrival 
of the HIGH TIMES crew. He began by 
reading the banner, and saying, “Pot is 
Legal! It’s ironic! That's a joke, 'cause 
this is April first, but I don’t know why it 
should be ajoke. As far as I'm 
concerned, it’s legal.” He then 
introduced the first speaker of the day, 
Jon Gettman, the national director of 
NORML.

The most interesting, and frightening, 
incident of the day occured when a noisy 
intruder tried to take over the public 
address system during Jon Gettman’s 
speech.

him. It took a militant, anonymous 
former yippie (who later rallied the 
crowd with a little speech of his own) to 
force the rather rude heckler away from 
the microphone and restore order. Some 
people wanted to yell at the guy, some 
laughed, some whooped it up, and others 
chanted, “Let him talk! Let him talk! Free 
speech! Free speech!” 

“Everyone settle down,” Gettman 
shouted. “Leave him alone. Listen, we all 
have a right to free speech, and so does 
this gentleman. And I respect your 
opinion, sir, and I understand what you 
feel about drugs.” 

Apparently, this wasn’t enough for the 
anti-drug menace whose sole purpose 
appeared to be disrupting a peaceful pot 
protest. The guy started shouting that 
everyone at the Hash Bash should be 
thrown in jail! No one could really hear 
him, though, because the crowd 
continued to roar. 

Atthis point, the media swarmed on 
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the agitated agitator to find out what he 
had to say, so I followed him, too. His 
name was Oscar Diano, and he spoke in 
abroken English with a European 
accent.

the cheers of the crowd. “Hope you're 
over twenty-one,” Ed said with a smile. 

More speeches followed, rallying the 
troops behind Libertarian candidates 
like Ron Paul (the former congressman 
from Texas who represents the only 
realistic presidential candidate who is 
advocating legalization of marijuana), 
and the Michigan senatorial candidate, 
Dick Jacobs, the Libertarian candidate 
who also wants to legalize pot and 
rally them behind the unlawful 
imprisonment of Rich Birkett. More 
joints were passed around, including 
‘some monster spliffs that wowed the 
crowd! 

After the speeches, the crowd settled 
down into party mode. Although official 
reports estimated the crowd at around 
only 500, let me assure you that 
throughout the afternoon more than 
1500 people passed through the Diag, 
most of them in Hash Bash/smoking/pot 
protest mode. 

Recording the festivities were TV 
news crews who, as usual, got the story 
wrong. They misrepresented the size of 
the crowd, the intent of the gathering, 
and ignored the fact that the organizer, 
Rich Birkett, was busy being held 
without bail to undermine the event. 
When I told them about Rich they said, 
“It seems REALLY unlikely that he’s 
being held without bail! Isn't that still a 
misdemeanor around here?

24 hours!” 

One of the best barometers of the 
day’s success, one that really indicated 
to me that marijuana protest is back with 
abang, was the t-shirt guy I spoke with.

Some of the most significant events of 
the ’60s have been almost forgotten— 
like the pot bust of John Sinclair, 
Minister of Information for the White 
Panther Party. His 9 1/2-to- 10-year 
sentence for possession of two joints in 
1969 was a cause celebre during the 
“cultural revolution” of the '60s. Protests 
were launched and benefits (starring 
John Lennon and Stevie Wonder, among 
others) held on his behalf. 

This is the first in a series of articles 
we're running to kick off the 15th 
anniversary of HIGH TIMES magazine, 
recognize the contributions of HIGH 
TIMES founder Tom Forcade to 
alternative media, and celebrate the 
surprising endurance of the 
counterculture. 

HIGH TIMES: Who were the White 
Panthers, and what did they stand for? 
John Sinclair: It was a group formed to 
support the Black Panther party, which 
‘was under attack at that time from the 
government. We were a bunch of hippy 
dope fiends and rock 'n’ roll musicians 
operating in the Detroit and Ann Arbor 
area as a commune called Translove 
Energies. It included a couple of bands, 
the MCé and the Up. The bands, myself, 
and others went to Chicago for the 
festival at the Democratic Convention. 
We went through a lot of problems with 
the police and other authorities, and 
started developing a militant outlook 
from reading things like Soul on Ice by 
Eldridge Cleaver and the Black Panther 
newspaper. We decided to be the ones to 
heed their call for a similar group among 
white youth. When the MC5 hooked up 
with Elektra Records and recorded our 
first album live at the Grande Ballroom 
in Detroit, we announced that we were 
going to be the White Panther Party, and 
had buttons printed up and passed them 
out at our gigs. Kids would wear them to 
school and get thrown out. It wasn't 
really an organization. 

HT: How much did the rock''n’ roll 
scene have to do with the political and 
cultural activities in Detroit? 

JS: Before 1966, they were separate 
entities. We were cultural avant- 
gardists—poets and jazz musicians and 
painters and 16 millimeter filmmakers 
and stuff. Ed Sanders was our mentor in 
the underground poetry revolution. It 
preceded the underground press in that 
there were a lot of mimeographed 
poetry magazines. Suddenly these 
tabloids started springing up and then 
there was an active merger of the avant 
garde, beatnik poetry, jazz, and the left 
with newer elements through the 
Beatles, the Rolling Stones , LSD and all 
that. We all got together here in Detroit

about '66, when they opened the Grande 
Ballroom, which was modeled on the 
Fillmore and Avalon in San Francisco. 
Rock'n’ roll musicians became part of 
the bohemian community, whereas 
before, they were part of a high school 
culture. 

HT: Why did it end? 

JS: It seems like it ended when Nixon 
got removed, Starting with Ford and 
particularly with Carter, they took the 
heat off on the cultural issues, the daily 
life issues. You could have a job and 
have long hair and smoke pot without 
people busting through your windows. 
They started to institutionalize rock 'n’ 
roll and move it into the stadiums in a 
high-pressure way. It was like a Herbert 
Marcuse scenario where they co-opted 
the cutting edges. 

It used to be if you selected or chose 
to adopt an alternative lifestyle, you 
were also buying into a lot of police 
harassment and repression wherever 
you'd turn. That drew a line between 
regular people and ourselves, and the 
more they would mess with people, the 
sharper the line would be drawn, and the 
more militant the response would be 
until you'd get to, say, the Weathermen. 
HT: There's more repression than ever 
against pot smokers lately. 

JS: It's on the dealer level, though, or 
dealer paraphernalia. My memories are 
of the person smoking the joint being 
under fire, and most people who had 
long hair smoked pot. The nature of the 
repression now is different. The tone of 
the '60s was set by the civil rights 
movement, which had a tremendous 
task. It was 1960 when they started 
integrating lunch counters and 
bathrooms. Then the war started 
cranking up in '64, and you had the ant 
war movement. And that was a real life- 
and-death kind of issue. The people who 
were protesting were the ones who were 
supposed to go there and die. 


HT: What were the origins of the Ann 


Arbor Hash Bash? 
JS: The first one was in 1972. It just 
appeared. There's a little background on 
that which has to do with my case. On 
December Sth of 1971, the Michigan 
legislature passed a bill that reclassified 
marijuana as a controlled substance as 
opposed to a narcotic and lowered the 
penalties from 10 years and twenty years 
to one year and five years. The state law 
was changed and then, sometime in 
March, the Supreme Court of Michigan 
decided my case in my favor and 
declared the old law unconstitutional. 

When they passed this new law in 

g December, it was set to go into effect on 

2 April 1st of 1972. So when the Supreme 

& Court decided on my case early in March 

§ and threw the old law out, we actually 

had no marijuana law in Michigan for 

8 about three weeks. Yes, it was a happy 
occasion and, of course, we made the 
most of it. April Ist was when the new 
law was supposed to go into effect, and 
it would be illegal again, but we were 
running people for city council in Ann 
Arbor on the Human Rights Party ticket, 
and the first thing they did was pass the 
$5 fine. 

I think the Hash Bash had a kind of 
edge to it, that they might make pot 
illegal again but we weren't paying any 
attention to it in Ann Arbor. I wish I 
could say we started it. I mean, 
somebody just put out a flyer saying the 
Hash Bash was April Ist, and all of a 
sudden it was there and everybody said, 
“Oh, this sounds like fun,” and 
everybody went. 

HT: While I was in Ann Arbor, I noticed 
you get a lot of good press for your latest 
cultural activities. 

JS: Well, yes. I'm basically a writer and 
poet now. I've been in the rock ‘n’ roll 
business for the last five years. Before 
that, I worked with jazz artists for four 
or five years, and before that I wrote for 
alternative papers around here. I just 
concentrate on my own writing and 
activities and performances. 

HT: You still believe that marijuana 
should be legalized. 

JS: Absolutely. But I gave up on 
activism about 10 years ago. I was a 
lobbyist for NORML in 1977, when they 
were trying to get a bill through the 
Michigan legislature. It ended up with 
people squabbling among themselves, 
having physical confrontations on the 
floor of the Senate and the House and I 
just said, “Wow, these people are too 
nuts.” 

HT: Speaking of activists, did you know 
‘Tom Forcade? Did you like him? 

JS: Well, we had a mixed relationship. 
He seemed to do a lot of things that put 
people off on a personal level, but then 
his energy was so fantastic and he had 
so many interesting ideas. In the latter 
days—I mean the '70s—he was like, 
carrying the flag. @

crisp the bundles are stacked in the cool shade inside of their 
homes and stored for one to six months until the resins are 
collected for hashish production. Dry weight yield for plants is 
approximately 10 grams per square foot, 100 grams per square 
meter. 

Resin collection is very simply performed by stretching a 
single layer of nylon scarf material across the mouth of a large 
plastic wash tub. The entire plants are covered with a sheet of 
plastic and flailed with a stick over the tub. The large stems are 
thrown away and the crushed plant material is rubbed back and 
forth across the cloth sieve. The coarse plant debris stays behind 
while the resin glands, powdered plant material, dust, and dirt 
falls through the sieve and is collected in the wash tub. The 
harder and longer the plant material is rubbed on the screen, the 
more plant material goes through with the resin. This process is 
repeated over and over up to a dozen times until nothing but 
powdered green leaf is coming through the sieve. The first and 
second extractions are mostly resin while the subsequent 
batches are mostly debris. The Moroccans can market almost 
any quality of hashish and no resin is wasted as you shall see. 

The first two or three sievings are combined to produce the 
best commercial grade of Moroccan hashish known as “Zero- 
Zero.” The yield from 100 kilos of dried kif plants is 
approximately 2 to 3 kilos (or 2,000 to 3,000 grams) of “Zero- 
Zero” quality hashish. This quality is rarely available on the 
export market and is usually the best quality you will be offered 
in Morocco. Although, with diligent hunting in the farming area 
it is possible to find higher quality (70 to 1000 grams from 100

kilos dry plants), but only in small quantities of less than 100 


grams. Most exported commercial quality is 5 to 10 kilos 


hashish from 100 kilos dry plant. We wouldn't smoke it. 

However, the vast majority of hashish exported from Morocco 
and found across Europe is manufactured from the lower grades 
of green leafy resin powder. Binders are used to make the low 
grade powder sticky so it can be pressed together to look like 
real nice dark hashish. These sorts of practices are also carried 
out in the Afghan-Pakistani border region, another major 
supplier of hashish to Europe. Binders include butter, bananas, 
pine tar, plant gums, sweetened condensed milk, henna, motor 
oil, and worst of all, paraffin wax. Up to 10% of the weight of 
commercial hashish can be accounted for by binders such as 
wax. Wax helps poor quality resins stick together like good resin 
would, and when a match is put to it, will keep a flame like 
superior hashish would. Who knows what smoking petroleum 
wax does to your lungs, but it can’t be good for you! The idea 
behind making hashish is to get a stronger, cleaner smoke so you 
consume few impurities, and smoke less in total, than by using 
crude marijuana, Adding adulterants defeats the purpose, 
deceives the public, and endangers health. 

A fairly high grade of hashish can be produced from seedy 
Moroccan kif, but only by rigorously performing the proper 
techniques as first taught to the Moroccans by Mustafa the 
Algerian. First selected superior plants must be cleaned of all 
leaf to remove potential impurities. The leaves don’t have any 
resin on them anyway and are covered with dust. Then while 
working over the sieve the flowering tops are carefully stripped 
from the stems and crushed without reducing them to powder. 
The resin heads are shaken through the cloth by slapping the 
sides of the plastic tub, but the cloth is never touched nor the 
flowers rubbed across it. After shaking, the crushed flowers are 
dumped to the side not brushed off by hand which pushes debris 
through the screen. These crushed flowers are saved for later 
commercial extraction and another portion of flowers is gingerly 
crushed over the sieve. Only the resin glands and fine dust falls 
through the cloth and is collected from the bottom of the tub. 
This already potent resin can be further cleaned by lightly 
rubbing it across the top of a double layer or slightly finer scarf 
material. This allows most of the fine dirt and dust to fall through 
but few of the coarser resin heads. The resin remaining on top of 
the sieve is nearly pure cannabis resin free of most of the dirt 
and plant debris. Pure hashish as it was originally intended to be 
prepared, is easily hand pressed into what the Moroccans call 
chewing gum. 

Before resin glands can be smoked they must be pressed into 
apiece of hashish. The Moroccans use hydraulic jacks to press 
250 gram commercial pieces. “Zero-Zero” powder is simply 
poured into a cellophane bag and lightly squeezed 
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press, since it is naturally sticky enough to stay together. This 
produces a yellowish blonde soft slab. The very best pieces can 
be hand pressed with difficulty. The resins are very dry from 
baking in the sun so they are not as easy to press as higher grade 
shade-dried resins. 

Lower grade powders are mixed with adulterants and The very best “0000” is made for special order only. 
binders, heated, and hammer beaten to blend the ingredients 
thoroughly before they are squeezed into molds under extreme 
pressure. A dark reddish to deep-brown slab of Modern 
Moroccan is the result, ready for export.

In Morocco, 100 kilos dried plants is really only 15 kilos 
flowers and farmers extract up to 5 to 10 kilos of so-called resin. 
No wonder the resin needs help to stick together! American 
improved varieties such as Skunk #1 can yield up to 70 kilos of 
pure flowers from 100 kilos of dried plant. There is much more 
resin and the resins can be sinsemilla resins with little dirt or 
dust. That's five to ten times the weight in resin! The older 
farmers remember how to make fine hashish but they cannot get 
a high enough price for it to make it worthwhile to produce. It 
just isn’t worth twenty to thirty times the price to enough 
connoisseur smokers. The Moroccans make much more money 
by selling more of a lesser quality product. 

The only answer to this dilemma is to make your own 
hashish. Most smokers can’t take the time to travel to the third 
world in search of inexpensive marijuana as a source for their

The photoperiodic response of 
most plants Is localized. In other 
words, if part of a plant is given the 
correct photoperiod for flowering and 
the rest of the plant is not, only the 
part given treatment will respond. A 
branch would be a convenient section 
to treat. To get a branch to flower 
quickly, give it 16 hours of total dark- 
ness each day. Make sure that the out- 
side of the shade is white or very light 
colored so that the light is reflected, 
rather than turned into heat on a dark 
surface.

Then | was caught up in the whole 
scene and | didn't think about the seminar 
until | arrived at the classroom assigned 
to Ed and me.

My 
fears went away as | started to talk. 


DI: Since there are so many of you and 
I’m sure that your level of growing pro- 
ficiency is varied, Ed and | would prefer 
ifyou asked questions. 


Where does one get seeds? 


DI: You can obtain seeds from the Seed 
Bank, SSSC, or any other seed com- 
pany in Holland. 


How do you clone? 


DI: Take the smallest, freshest, upper- 
most growth. It hasn't become a 
woody stalk and has no shade leaves 
to take off. Slice it at an angle and keep 
itwet. The clone should be a couple of 
inches long. Dip the cut end into a 
rooting hormone (available at most 
plant stores) and then place it in rock- 
wool cubes, jiffy 7's, or float it in a 
clone solution. The idea is to tell the 
cutting to make roots. In ten to 14 days 
itwill be totally rooted and growing on 
its own. 


What length of light should the clones 
get? 


DI: Root them under 24 hour light. 
They root very fast. 


ER: You're going to read in some 
books that plants need a rest period. 
The reason is because the writers say, 


“Well, humans need rest, so we'll give 
the plant's a six hour rest like we 
need.” It has nothing to do with plant 
physiology. It's in their own head. 
Plants don't need rest. 


DI: All the plant does under 24 hour 
light, as long as it's fed properly, is stay 
in vegetative growth. To the plant it’s 
just one perfect day. 


Is there any time during vegetative 
growth that 24 hour light isn't good? 


ER: NO! Give them 24 hour light! 


Dr. Indoors in full-dress freedom 
fighter regalia. 


You said to leave them in grow cycle until 
they grow roots. How many hours do you 
give them after the 24 hours to get them 
to bud? 


DI: To get them to bud, give them 12 
hours of dark. You don't need any kind 
of slow breakdown. Flower them right 
away. You can flower them as soon as 
they're rooted, even if they're only a 
few inches tall. 


ER: Truly, the easiest way to grow and 
flower is one plantlet—one big bud. 
Single buds, which at harvest are less 
than two feet tall. 


DI: By the time the clones are ready to 
flower, they are eight to twelve inches 
tall. 


ER: You can take the plants and you 
can actually bend the stalk so that it 
fits into a specitic space. Then you 
have rows of those. 


DI: With a trellis, you can weave the 
stalks into the arc of the light. If they 


don't have the space to flower, you're 
not going to get good flower develop- 
ment. 


ER: You have to maximize your yield. 
The determining factor is the amount 
of space that you have. Single 
stemmed plants that have just one big 
bud on them might actually get more 
yield per square foot of space than if 
you had branched plants. 


What's your choice of growing medium? 


DI: For sub-irrigation use polypropa- 
line instead of granite due to weight. It 
doesn't affect the pH, and it gives 
enough root support. Some people 
use rockwool and it's very effective. 


| use rockwool and | have a problem with 
pH bouncing up. What do you suggest? 


DI: Keep rebalancing your solution. 
Balance the rockwool to start with. Mix 
your solution more acidic around 5.2 
to 5.6. You can use Eco-R, which is 
made for rockwool. Rockwoo! is alka- 
line so it raises the pH. 


ER: A lot of fertilizers don't contain 
MG, because it binds up when the pH 
shifts. You have to add magnesium sul- 
fate (epson salts). To stablilize the pH, 
use Nitron. 


Do you recommend different fertilizers 
3 for growing and flowering? 


$ DI: No. Nutrients are available in a 
small pH range. Give them food within 
that range and let them take what they 
want. Use a good nutrient mix with 
chelated nutrients. Rebalance the 
food every couple of days. 


ER: There are lots of different fertilizer 
formulations. | think you should follow 
the manufacturers’ directions. All you 
should do is watch your pH and add 
your Nitron to stabilize the pH. Be sen- 
sitive to your plants. 


DI: In hydroponics, deficiencies show 
up fast. You have to get a feel for what 
the plant needs. By taking care of the 
food and the pH, they should be fine. 
Soil and rockwool have lots of pockets 
that hold salts and affect the pH. If the 
PH is out of whack, the plants will 
starve to death in the presence of food. 


What kind of system do you recom- 
mend? 


ER: Simple systems work as well as ex- 
otic systems. A system must deliver 
three things the roots need: oxygen, 
H.0 and food. It’s when a system can't 
deliver one of these three things that 
you're going to have problems.

| ordered some seeds from Holland a 
while back, and let my first crop go to 
seed in order to assure a future supply. 
The original seeds were small and light 
brown in color. The seeds from my crop 
were bigger and had dark “tiger” striping 
on them. Why is this? Will it affect the 
quality of my next crop? 
—Williams Wonder Grower, 

U.S.A. 


The seeds you grew were bigger and 
darker because they were grown on 
buds less seeded under warmer con- 
ditions than their mothers. Both the 
original seeds and their progeny have 
the same amount of genetic material. 
The difference in size is caused by 
varying amounts of food stored to 
support the germination of the seed. 
Larger seeds have more material and 
they can get the new plant off to a bet- 
ter start. The color of the seed in part 
is a factor of its ripeness. Darker 
seeds have reached full maturity. 


Dear Ed, 

Ihave a question anda tip. 

Why are some seed people polluting 
the cannabis gene pool with ruderalis? 
There are many excellent maturing sativa 
and indica varieties. At 43'30' north we 
harvest SSSC Skunk #1 Labor Day 
weekend. Breeding drug varieties of can- 
nabis with non-drug varieties always re- 
sults in a non-drug cannabis variety, 
genetically unstable and true breeding 
only for low THC content. 

While growing four plants of a difficult 
variety indoors | got sick of waiting for 


them to flower. After 22 days of 12-12 
light cycle only indistinguishable primor- 
dia were apparent. One plant was 
sprayed with a solution of one teaspoon 
Rootone to 16 ounces of water. The fol- 
lowing day pistillate flowers appeared. Of 
the other three plants, two males and one 
female distinguished themselves 18 days 
later. The experiment seems worth re- 
peating inside and out with late-flowering 
varieties.

The reason why ruderalis is being 
bred with other varieties is that it has 
some very desirable characteristics. 
They include early inducement of 
flowering, large, heavy buds even in 
poor weather and sturdy hardy plants. 
With skillful breeding over a number of 
generations, these characteristics 
can be introduced to another variety 
without diluting the THC content of the 
strain. 

Thanks for reporting the successful 
results of your experiment. I’m sure 
other readers will be trying the tech-

Richard Hambleton 


When an artist makes a radical change in the style or content of 
his art, sometimes it takes a while to see and understand the con- 
nections between the past and present work. Richard Hamble- 
ton’s recent paintings of dark and brooding seascapes have just 
such an oblique relationship to his earlier paintings. Hambleton 
first reached international renown as an artist in the early eighties 
for his street paintings of dark shadowy figures up against the 
walls. Hambleton, originally from Canada and now a long-time 
resident of New York City, traveled extensively throughout the 
States and Europe painting his threatening loiterers in the alleys 
and deserted avenues of our cities. Over the years millions of peo- 
ple must have jumped at these shadows before seeing they were 
only quick, splattery paintings. Previously, Hambleton had done 
another mind-twisting series of street paintings in which white hu- 
man figures were outlined on the ground, much like the chalk 
body sketches of murder victims that police do at crime scenes. 
Often Hambleton would embellish these docu-ghosts with bloody 
drips of red paint. Looking at his new paintings here in High Art, 
one can slowly pick out the inherent qualities these two dramati- 
cally different types of painting share. There is the same odd mix 
of two- and three-dimensional attitude. Whereas Hambleton’s 
street art was extreme flatness implying a round figure, his cur- 
rent paintings resound with a thick sense of space shifting be- 
tween the glazes, where depth extends as far as you can and want 
to take it. The expressionist vigor of the drips and paint splatters 
remains, now transformed into a hallucinatory, sea-drenched 
maelstrom. Ultimately, it seems that both bodies of work are 
about the imagination. They are not about any specific place, 
they are not even so much landscapes as they are about the expe- 
rience of landscapes—references to an atmospheric state of 
mind. ©

“Colombian” is not the same as 
tomorrow's “Colombian.” 
Smugglers only risk it for a few 
minutes, as opposed to Pieter 
Pot who maintains grow rooms. 

Why does he constantly take 
the risk, if smuggling is so much 
easier? He takes a few hits 
without saying anything. I take a 
few hits to be ready for his 
answer. 

“Because my grass is better 
than anyone else’s. Soon people 
will learn. When it becomes 
legal, Pieter Pot will be like the 
name Mercedes Benz.” He 
takes another toke.

If one grafted a hops stem 
to the roots of a marijuana plant, would 
the graft take? Would the resulting hops 
flowers contain THC?

The graft would take. The hops scion 
would produce hops flowers and the 
chemicals that a hops flower would 
normally produce. As with any scion, 
the grafted section would retain its 
own characteristics. 


Dear Ed, 

Ihave ‘a few questions. 

Can freshly harvested seeds be 
planted right away or should I wait a few 
months? 

If | start seedlings under 12 hours of 
light instead of 18 hours will they show 
sex after two to four weeks? Can Iturn the 
light back to 18 hours for growth and back 
to 12 to flower them?

Grand Rapids, Michigan 


The seeds can be planted 
immediately. 

The seedlings will indicate soon af- 
ter germination and can then be 
placed into vegetative growth by rais- 
ing the numbers of hours of light. But 
why 18 hours daily? Cannabis re- 
sponds to light in a linear fashion. The 
more light they receive, the more they 
photosynthesize and the more they 
grow. They do not need a “rest” pe- 
riod. For fastest growth, keep the 
lights on continuously.

recently purchased a Hydrofarm Solo. 
An instruction book came with the kit. Ac- 
cording to the instruction booklet, the res- 
enoir should be topped off with nutrient 
water solution as the level gets low due to 
transpiration and evaporation. Wright 
doesn't say whether to top off with clear 
water or nutrient-water solution. Wouldn't 
adding more fertilizer increase the con- 
centration of the mix? After all, the water 
evaporates but the fertilizers don't. 
Wouldn't this result in over-fertilization?

Use clear water. You are right. Adding 
water-nutrient mix each time you top 
off would result in over-fertilization. 


Dear Ed, 

I started some seeds and one of the 
seedlings came up with the seed pod 
stuck over the primary leaves. | removed 
the pod and let the primary and first 
leaves unfold. They were stunted. The 
plant grew a set of single leaves and then 
grew a stalk off of the leaves. The stalk 
has developed a large number of 
branches and is an extremely dominant 
female compared to the rest of the gar- 
den. The top is crescent shaped like a 
celery stalk and covered with flowering 
tops. Was this heavy growth caused by 
the early stress of the seedpod staying in 
place?

The unusual configuration of the plant 
is of genetic origin. The reason that 
the leaves were stuck in the pod was 
because of their unusual design. If the 
unusual growth were caused by envi- 
ronmental factors, new growth (after 
environmental stresses were re- 
moved) would look normal. The best 
way to preserve this plant’s genetic 
qualities is by cloning. 


Dear Ed, 

Is it true that THC is fat-soluble 
and stores in your body, to be released 
slowly for three to four weeks thereafter? 
Also, in what doses is THC toxic?

Inving, Texas 


THC does not store in the fat of the 
body. Metabolites of THC do, though. 
The differentiation is important. The 
metabolites, which have been pro- 
cessed by the body, cannot get you 
high as they are released from the fat. 
They are released for up to eight 
weeks.

One of my seeds didn’t poke through 
the soil and when | checked, I found small 
wiry worms around the seed case and tap 
root. They were white in color. What were 
they?

Sounds like some sort of cutworm. 
There are very effective biological 
controls for these pests. Bacillus 
thurengensis (BT) type insecticides 
contain bacteria which cause plague 
in cutworms, and Neem, which con- 
tains predatory nematodes. 


Dear Ed, 

Ihave two questions and some tips. 
After changing the photoperiod from 18 
to 12 hours plant growth slows for about 
two weeks. Is there any point to adding 
CO, to the air during these two weeks? 

According to your book, an eight hour 
photoperiod (eight hours on,16 hours off) 
will induce flowering the quickest. If you 
lower the photoperiod to eight hours for 
two weeks and then back up to 12, would 
this affect the yield? Is it a good idea? 

I've kept pollen viable for over six 
months wrapped in paper inside plastic 
bags filled with rice, in the butter compart- 
ment of the refrigerator. 

Also, I've found that plants flowered at 
six weeks will get you high. The same 
plants grown another month or more will 
give you the same high, butit lasts longer. 
—Green Dragon,

Although visible growth slows when 
the light cycle is changed from vegeta- 
tive to flowering, the plant is still pho- 
tosynthesizing and producing sugars. 
These processes are affected by the 
amount of CO, available. Adding CO, 
during this time will decrease the 
length of the changeover period. 

The second question has me 
stumped. Has anyone out there exper- 
imented with the flowering cycle in 
this way? Readers should be cau- 
tioned that while an eight hour on pe- 
tiod decreases flowering time it also 
decreases bud production considera- 
bly. It is most useful when doing 
breeding.

Ihave awite and a six-month-old child, 
so the prospect of prison is frightening. | 
have never been convicted of anything 
and | don't know how I'll support my fam- 
ily if | end up in jail. But | will not rat my 
friends out. If | have to go to jail | will, but | 
will not fuck other people over, and any- 
‘one who refuses to accept responsibilty 
for their actions and cooperates with the 
police is a fuckin’ piece of shit who de- 
‘serves to be castigated by society.

Very likely the plant turned hermaph- 
rodite because of indoor cultivation 
conditions which causes some plants 
to indicate both sexes. The plants 
from pollen from the hermaphrodite 
most likely will be all females out- 
doors. However, indoors the plants 
may indicate hermaphroditic charac- 
teristics.

I grow ina chamber 21” x31” x5’.1can 
fit 12 two gallon gro bags in per cycle. | 
grow from seed.

| fertilize with high nitrogen(N) bat 
guano for vegetative growth, high phos- 
phorus(P) guano for flowering. My 
medium is rockwool. | mix two table- 
spoons full of guano with hot water the 
night before watering. | add liquid 
seaweed for trace elements. | also use 
Nitron to help release nutrients from the 
guano. Nitron also stabilizes the pH, 
which always remains at 7.

Dear Ed, 

| have been growing under fluores- 
cents for three months now. What would 
happen if | changed to a HID lamp? 
Would the plants go into shock? 
—T.O.M., 

Athens, Ohio 


The leaves have grown and adjusted 
to an environment with relatively low 
light levels. If the light levels are in- 
creased too much the leaves will burn 
from the stress. Increase the light lev- 
els gradually. Start with the lamp four 
feet or more from the plant tops, and 
decrease the distance to 18-24 inches 
over a three week period. 


Dear Ed, 

My grandmother had a real green 
thumb. One of her secrets was to place a 
rusty nail in the soil so that the roots 
would grow around it. Do you think this 
has any real value and can you explain? 
—Chase, 

Rural South Carolina 


The plants absorb iron, one of theele- 
ments required by plants, through the 
roots. A rusty nail presents iron in an 
elementary form. This method usually 
prevents or corrects iron deficiencies. 


Dear Ed, 

I recently observed something about 
clones that puzzled me. 
After sitting in water a week, the clones 
were dipped in rooting hormone and 
planted to a soilless mix and covered with 
a humidity tent. Twenty-four hours later 
all the indicas were fine but the sativas 
were wilting a bit. Why? 
—The Farmacist, 
Lynchburg, Virginia 


Some varieties clone easier than oth- 
ers. Not only are they more sensitive 
to humidity, they may take longer to 
grow roots.

Ironically, 
Losey, who was indeed a Communist, 
was blacklisted only because a 
shooting schedule in Italy prevented 
him from appearing before the 
Committee on Un-American 
Activities. He continued to work 
overseas. 


THE SHANGHAI GESTURE (Mystic 


Fire) 

An overheated 1941 coolie 
melodrama that is, frankly, nuts. Set in 
a decadent gambling den in a 
Hollywoodized Shanghai, the incest 
angles and prostitution of the original 
play have been whitewashed, but

A gruesome, 
droll and very moral comedy that 
arrived in the U.S. around the same 
time as Mad Max before Australian 
movies became synonymous with 
mummified soft-focus romanticism and

Vampire Plants and 
Mushroom People 


“Call any vegetable, and the chances are 
good, that the vegetable—will respond to 
you.” — Frank Zappa 


The most famous killer plant movie is 
Roger Corman’s great two-and-a-half-day 
comedy, LITTLE SHOP OF HORRORS. It 
was the basis for the long running off- 
Broadway musical comedy, which was 
turned into a big budget “major motion 
picture” in ‘86, Jonathon Haze, who played 
Seymour Krelboing, the original creator of 
the talking man-eating plant, Audrey Jr., 
directed his own plant comedy in ‘62. 
INVASION OF THE STAR CREATURES 
features two goofy vegetable monsters 
working for tall alien women who look like 
professional strippers. In‘66, Mel Welles 
(the original skid row florist Gravis 
Muchnik) directed his plant movie, 
ISLAND OF THE DOOMED in Spain. 
Sleaze movie specialist Cameron Mitchell 
played a mad German botanist who creates 
avampire tree! It was not a comedy. LSOH 
was actually remade twice. The first time 
was in’72 as a soft core adults-only nudie 
comedy, PLEASE DON'T EAT MY 
MOTHER. A voyeuristic middle-aged guy 
feeds naked women to the overgrown 
talking plants in his bedroom. 

Venus fly trap and other various oversize 
bloodthirsty plants have been in many lost 
world and jungle movies. In TARZAN’S 
DESERT MYSTERY ('43), Johnny 
Weissmuller had to battle Nazis and a man- 


eating plant. VOODOO ISLAND (’57) 
included “woman- eating cobra plants” and 
Boris Karloff. THE LOST CONTINENT 
(UK, '68) was overgrown wi 

seaweed and forgotten Bowed covery 
Dana Gillespie. One of the first movies 
with plants that needed human killers to 
survive was THE SPIDER WOMAN 
STRIKES BACK ('46). Gale Sondergaard 
and her ugly assistant Rondo Hatton drain 
the blood to nourish its seedlings. QUEEN 


OF BLOOD ('66) had a female version 
draining the blood from young women to, 
keep their crop healthy. Mad doctor George 
Coulouris fed whole bodies to his plants in 
‘THE WOMAN EATER (UK, ‘59) 


), and when 
he wasn’t busy turning o chimp into a giant 
gorilla, Michael Gough did the same in 
KONGA (UK, '61) 

The classic, original version of THE 
THING ('51) featured James Arness as an 
alien plant monster who uses human (or 
dog) blood from astronauts (like Dennis 
Hopper ond John Saxon) on a spaceship. 


SWAMP THING ('82) was a friendlier, 
earthbound part vegetable creature. Both 
versions of INVASION OF THE BODY 
SNATCHERS ('56 and ‘78) had alien pods 
that evolve into duplicate, emotionless 
humans. FROM HELL IT CAME (’58) 
starred a walking tree monster terrorizing 
natives on a pacific island, and Warhol 
superstar Joe Dallesandro went to Puerto 
Rico and turned into a tree in SEEDS OF 
EVIL ('74). THE WIZARD OF OZ (’39) had 
pretty good monster trees, but they only 
scared people. Joan Collins got what she 
deserved (eaten by a killer tree) ina 
segment of TALES THAT WITNESS 
MADNESS (UK, ’73). A deadly vine 
strangled people in another British horror 
anthology, DR. TERROR’S HOUSE OF 
HORRORS (64), and giant carnivorous 
plants from outer space threatened the 
whole world in DAY OF THE TRIFFIDS 
(UK, ’63). Three years later that film was 
tipped off in America when Mamie Van 


Konga, a hilarious comedy featur- 
ing man-eating plants. 


Doren screamed in THE NAVY VS. THE 
NIGHT MONSTERS. 

Fungus creatures were in THE 
CREEPING UNKNOWN (UK, ‘55), THE 
UNKNOWN TERROR and SPACE 
MASTER X-7 (both ’58), ond MUTINY IN 
OUTER SPACE (’65). Stephen King turned 
into fungus in CREEPSHOW (‘82). °Giont 
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Please Don’t Eat My Mother, the 
first-ever remake of Little Shop of 
Horrors. 


mushrooms were in JOURNEY TO THE 
CENTER OF THE EARTH ('59). Pat Boone 
even ate some. In ATTACK OF THE 
MUSHROOM PEOPLE (Jap., ‘63), 
shipwrecked tourists are surrounded by 
mushrooms of all sizes, and despite 
warnings, start to eat them. They laugh, 
hallucinate, go crazy, and eventually turn 
into carefree walking toadstools! Down 
south in The Philippines, the “Chlorophyll 
creature” fought hero John Ashley in MAD 
DOCTOR OF BLOOD ISLAND (69) and its 
sequel BEAST OF BLOOD ('70). 

In THE KIRLIAN WITNESS (aka THE 
PLANTS ARE WATCHING, ‘78) a 
houseplant helps solve a murder. ATTACK 
OF THE KILLER TOMATOES ('78) is o 
dumb comedy in the tradition of INVASION 
OF THE STAR CREATURES, and shows 
normal size tomatoes chasing and killing 
people. Dr. Moreau (Charles Laughton) 
created giant flowering plants in ISLAND 
OF LOST SOULS (based on H.G. Wells), 
and a meteor made plants grow large (and 
turned Boris Karloff into a monster) in DIE, 
MONSTER, DIE! (UK, ’65), based on H.P. 
Lovecraft. in ‘87 David Keith directed a 
remake called THE CURSE featuring Wil 
Wheaton, the kid on the new Star Trek 
series. THE CURSE isn’t very good, but its 
contaminated oversized vegetables are 
pretty disgusting, and it qualifies as the 
first serious post-Chernoby! killer 
vegetation movie. Can't you see them

Gang—Just Say Yo! (Enigma) will be 
in the stores. It features a get off yo’ 
ass and jam rendition of Swamp 
Dogg's “Total Destruction To Your 
Mind.” a screaming workout on 
Dylan's “If You Gotta Go, Go Now.” 
soon-to-be-classics "30 Days in the 
Workhouse” and “You Must Have Me 
Confused With Some One Who 
Cares" from the pen of ex-Morrells’ 
frontal lobe Lou Whitney, and best of 
all, ano-holds barred reading of Neil 


~Young’s “Vampire Blues” where you 


can actually hear the tape running 
out on the machine. With help from 
the Morells (the midwest's best kept 
rock ‘n' roll secret), Mojo Nixon, Sid 
Straw, the db’s Peter Holsapple et al, 
it’s a Buck Owens meets Aerosmith, 
allamps on 11, perfect summer disc. 
So buy two copies. 

It wouldn't be summer without the 
Beach Boys. Folks will yap your ear 
off about what a masterpiece Pet 
Soundsis, but I'd have to go with 
Beach Boys Party (Capitol) for the 
ultimate in summer trash listening. 
This is the real Beach Boys, dumb 
jokes and all. 

Of course, the heat brings on 
aggression, too. So when all your 
nerve endings are a snarling mass of 
throbbing tension, you can listen to 
The Stooges—Metallic KO (Fan Club/ 
French import). Reissued after 10 
years, this time as a two-record set, 
we hear the most anti-social rock ‘n’ 
roll show ever—The Stooges at their 
final gig in 1974, facing down a biker 
gang who came to kill them. In 
between tunes like “Rich Bitch” and 
"Cock In My Pocket,” hear Iggy taunt 
the audience beyond belief ("you 
pricks can throw all the bottles in the 
world and your girlfriend'll still love 
me") and play through a hail of 
bottles, eggs, cameras, etc. thrown at 
the stage. When it's over you'll be too 
tired to kill anybody. 

To perfectly complement the 
summer pot & beer fuzz brain, the 
crystal clear biting 12-string sound of 
The Byrds can be heard in amazing 
audiophile stereo on Never Before 
(Murray Hill), a fantastic collection of 
unreleased sides and alternate stereo 
mixes. Especially great is the savage 
alternative take of "Eight Miles High” 
that I'd take over the hit version for 
sheer mania.
